Mayor Garden was approached 
this afternoon, and at Unit time stated 
that he would not accept the nomination, 
as he woe content with representing the 
city in the provincial legislature ut Vic- 
toria, 

To-night, however, his name was the. 
only one, as the convention was absolute- 
ly unanimous. It was stated by all the 
speuKers that among the stronger men 
the Mayor was the most likely one who 
would head the organization to defeat 
Mr. Maxwell. 

Charles Wilson, Q. 0., was in 
the chair, and he made a strong 
speech in favor of Mr. Garden. When 
the name of the latter had been received, 
in nomination, there was not a dissen- 
tient voice to the closing of nominations. 

The cheering ut the choice of the 
Mayor could be heard Cor blocks around. 

His Worship lias not yet accepted, but 
it is thought, with the pressure of the 
convention at his back, he will run.

THE BRITANNIA SALE. 

Second Payment on Purchase of the 
Property Has Been Made. 

From Our Own Correspondent. 

Vancouver, Sept. 28.— The second pay- 
ment on the purchase price of the Britan- 
nia copper mine at Howe Sound, $5,000, 
was made by the purchasers, the Vnlan- 
tine-Scott Syndicate, of Loudon, Eng- 
land, yesterday. The sum of $10,000 
has now been paid down, without any de- 
velopment work being done in the pro- 
perty, or the final examination being 
made, and the second payment was made 
three days before it was due. Mr. Wal- 
ters, the former general manager of the 
Britannia company, stated to the Colon- 
ist correspondent this morning, that he 
saw nothing extraordinary in the fact 
that the second payment had been made 
before it was due, as the Vnlantine syn- 
dicate had had access to the properties 
since April last, nnd hud hail ample op- 
portunity to go into the deal with their 
eyes wide open, and he had no reason to 
doubt that the purchasers were perfectly 
satisfied to carry out their part of the 
agreement. From other sources, it has 
been learned that a mining expert, who 
is at the top of his profession in Eng- 
land, will be here next week to make a 
final thorough examination of the pro- 
perty and map out for the new company 
the method of developing the group to 
the best advantage. Since the sale of 
the property no work lias been done, with 
the exception of erecting buildings for 
the winter and other outside work that 
can be best dene in the warm season. 
The next payment, which, it is said, will 
be IviO.OOU. will be made oil January 3.

Hazelton, Sept. 28.— Notwithstanding 
the rumors of settlement, there was no 
change in the great coal strike situation 
here to-day. 

It was probably the most inactive day 
that President Mitchell and his oUicial 
staff have spent since the strike begun. 
The day gave promise of developing im- 
portant events at the United Mine Work- 
ers' headquarters, but till those interest- 
ed were doomed to disappointment. That 
President Mitchell was waiting for infor- 
mation from Ne\y York cannot be de- 
nied, us he intimated several] times dur- 
ing the day that something might devel- 
op before night, lu the afternoon he had 
two lengthy converst-tious over the long- 
distance telephone, and between -i and 5 
o'clock this afternoon he was at the 
wire for more than Hall an hour. To 
whom he talked he declined to say, but 
he gave out the information that he had 
nothing to impart. 

Philadelphia, Sept. 28.^-Tlie coal strike I 
remains unsettled. Reports of confer- r 
encet, of mine operators and of leading 
officials of the coal carrying railroads 
were plentiful. Beyond the general! 
statement tlmt the principal point undet 
discussion was the advisability or prac- 
ticability of granting the mine workers 
ten per cent, advance in wages, very lit- 
tle of the meetings could be learned. The 
operators generally expressed the opinion 
that the increase could not be granted 
and the operating expenses met, unless 
there was an advance in the pi ice of 
coal. 

The large operating companies, how- 
ever, took rather a hesitating view of the 
proposition to further increase the price 
of anthracite coal, contending that thq 
competition of bituminous coal was now 
too sharp. President Mitchell of the Unit- 
ed Mine Workers is reticent, and the 
general question of accepting a ten per 
cent, increase without other concessions, 
and declined to be interviewed on that 
point. Quietude prevailed throughout 
the mine region. 

All eyes were turned towards New- 
York in expectancy of some important 
announcement from there. 

Wilkesburre, Pa., Sept. 28.— An impor- 
tant meeting of the coal operators of the 
Wyoming and Lackawana valleys was 
held at the otlice of the Lehigh Valley 
Coal Company, in this city, to-day. All 
the representatives of the big- coal com- 
panies with collieries in this section were 
present. The only individual coal pro- 
ducer was Cox. Bros. & Co. 

W. Lathorp, general superintendent of 
the Lehigh Valley company, chairman of 
the joint association of coal operators of 
the Wyoming aud Lackawana regions, 
presided. 

After the conference was ov-^r several 
of the operators were asked for informa- 
tion, but were very reticent. Superin- 
tendent Lathrop suid:„ 

"We discussed a scheme of advancing 
the wages of all the men throughout the 
region at least ten per cent. The powder 
question was also discussed, but we are 
not prepared to give out information re- 
garding our deliberations on the subject. 
It was argued by those opposed to grant- 
ing the increase that the only wuy to 
meet operating expenses in ease tut in- 
crease is grunted, is to advance the price 
of coal." 

The president of one of the companies 
in New York, who was called upon Vy 
long-distance telephone for bus views on' 
this point, is said to have replied that he 
did not think an increase in the price of 
coal could be entertained. 

It is reported that the representatives 
of the Lnckawnna company, after goinu 
over the operating expenses of their 
mines in this district, were of the opinion 
that they could not stand the increase. 

From what can be learned, the oper- 
ators were not opposed to granting a re- 
duction in tin? price of powder, but theru 
was a strong feeling expressed against 
any recognition of the miners' union.

London, Sept. 29.— (-1 a. m.)— Appar- 
ntly Germany's retreat from an unten- 
able position has been virtually accom- 
plished. The Paris correspondent of the 
Morning Post says: 

"An agreement «u the Chinese pro- 
gramme has been arranged between, 
France, Germany and Russia. It will 
be submitted to the other powers within 
a few days. The action recommended 
will be milder than Germany's original 
proposal. It is said that all the powers 
will accept the programme." 

The Colocne Gazette in another semi- 
ofllcial statement, apparently intended 
for consumption in the United States 
and Great Britain, points out the serious 
position resulting from Prince Tuan's 
ascendancy. " The continued massacres 
of missionaries nnd others indicate that 
tbg anti-foreign movement is directed, 
from an influential centre." 

It thinks that the situation thus creat- 
ed "must appear intolerable even to those 
powers favoring a policy of indulgence 
and forbearance." 

The Tien Tsin correspondent of the- 
Standard says: 

" 1 learn that Li Hung Chang has de- 
clared that Vice- Admiral Alexieff has 
gone to Port Arthur to avoid meeting 
Count von Waldevsee, who was to hold: 
a conference with him and with Vice- 
Admiral Seymour and Sir Alfred Gase- 
lee." 

The following special despatch, dated' 
September 17, has been received fronv 
Shanghai: 

" It is reported that Gen. Mei Kung 
Yei has expelled the Boxers from Pan 
Tung nnd is now following them into 
the province of Chihli. 

" Some excitement has been caused by. 
a rumor that Chinese steamers flying the- 
British flag are convoying munitions of 
war from the Shanghai arsenal north- 
ward. 

" It is reported that nussia lias offered, 
to advance money to China to repay the- 
British loan." 

Washington, Sept. 2S.— The state de- 
partment iias not bec.i advised officially 
of any of the events .j; more or less im- 
portance which are said to have occurred 
in China within the past 24 hours. If 
Tuan lias been degraded and if Russia 
contemplates a blockade of tin? Chinese 
naval ports, the department does not 
know the facts. It has let it be known 
to the Chinese government that Tuan's 
promotion would be unwelcome to the 
United States government, but it has 
not yet been informed of the result of" 
that representation. Respecting the 
statement that Ching has been discovered 
i,. be a contributor to the Boxer cause, 
it is. said that all the information that 
the department has been able to secure- 
touching Ching's personality went to 
shotv his unvarying friendliness for the 
foreigners, and upon that record lie was 
accepted as a competent envoy. The 
officials declined to say whether or not 
the instructions to Minister Conger have- 
gone forward yet, but it is intimated 
that the minister is fully advised by this 
time as to the state department's policy. 
It is said, however, and the statement" 
miiv be significant, that no developments- 
of importance in the Chinese situation 
are expected within the next two weeks 
at least.

London, Sept. 20.— Great Britain has 
sent a note to the Dutch government, ac- 
cording to a despatch from Amsterdam 
to the Daily Mail, which contains a 
warning that it' Mr. Kruger is allowed 
to carry bullion or state archives on 
board the Dutch warship which is to 
bring him to Europe, it will be regarded 
an a breach of neutrality on the part ol 
the Netherlands. 

Loudon, Sept. 3S — Lord Roberts re- 
ports to the war otllce, under date of 
Pretoria, September '21, as follows: 

"The Boers attacked a portion of 
Page's force at I'ieutaa-rs River station 
( his morning, but wore beaten off after 
three hours' lighting.

THE VERDICT. 

Text of the Finding of the Coroner's 
Jury in the Shannon Inquest. 

Vancouver, Sept. 28.— The following is 
the full text of the verdict rendered by 
the coroner's jury on the occasion of the 
enquiry into the death of .Miss Shannon, 
who was killed by being run into by a 
bicycle: 

"That Miss Shannon came to her death 
on Monday, the 24th September, lt*0. as 
the result of bavins been accidentally run 
into by a bicycle ridden by Edward Evans 
Blnekiuore; and from the evidence given 
the Jury are satisfied that the said Ed- 
ward Evans Blackniore tried his best 
to avoid colliding with the deceased 
ltachacl Shannon, and the jury deiUc to 
add the following rider: 

"That la their opinion this lamentable ac- 
cident should result In the city council 
passing and enforcing such legislation 
In regard to the mode and speed of bi- 
cycle riding on the public streets, as will 
safeguard the lives of our citizens. 

"The Jury would also direct attention 
to tin' fact that the present elt.v by-law 
against, fast bicycle riding Is almost. If 
not altogether, a dead letter. as any 
person can see for himself day after day. 
especially on' Granville street: and 

"The jury would strongly impress upon 
the Mayor and Aldermen the Importance 
of enacting a city by-low that will make 
It compulsory on all bicycle riders to 
keep I heir hands constantly on the handle 
bars, ami their feet on the pedals. In or- 
der to have full control of their machines 
when an emergency occurs: 

And furl her. thai the Mayor and Ald- 
ermen shall exercise their authority ami 
insist that the proper ofUeluls shall do 
their duty by strlctlv enforcing the pre- 
sent by-litw, and such other legislation 
as the I'ouncll in I heir w isdom may see 
lit til the earliest possible date to enact 
In regard to bicycle riding Inside the 
city limits, and that copies of the city 
by-laws bearing on bicycle riding should 
be posteil in conspicuous places throughout 
the city."

She left 
the eoa on September IS, homeward 
bound, and, calling in on the way down 
at Dutch Harbor, spoke the schooner, 
Aurora there. The captain had a sorry 
tale to tell. All of '.he schooners had 
met with almost complete failure in 
their attempts to take teals. Owing to 
the prevalence of bad weather, it was im- 
possible to lower the boatts except on rare 
occasions. The Aurora herself had only 
taken -10 skinti, "and," said the captain,, 
"1 um going home, as it would be only a 
waste of money to the owners to remain 
out any longer." The Icarus did not 
bring any news of detailed catches, US 
she spoke very few vessels; but there its 
little likelihood that the catches as re- 
ported by the Pheasant will be much aug- 
mented.

"1 have heard," said Mr. Blltherly, "of a 
man who devised the trap gun so that the 
weight of a certain number of cuts upon 
the top of the fence upon which It was 
trained would pull the trigger and so cause 
the fence to he swept with a storm of buck 
shot and slugs. 1 personally know the man 
who invented the system by which the cats 
on a fence were attracted Into one end of 
a pipe that slanted downward, and the 
lower end of which was over a river; and 
likewise I knew tile man who made the top 
rail of his fences very smooth and then 
kept It well greased. And 1 knew well 
the original Inventor of tile first electrical 
cat nnulhllator, by means of which the top 
rail of a fence would be charged with an 
electric current whenever a cat appeared 
upon It; but my, those folks were all child- 
ren In this way as compared with another 
friend of mine, old Socrates J. Ullnklngton, 
who invented a most economical eat killer 
and conveyer that not only kept Ills neigh- 
borhood remarkably free of cats, but thus 
made him clearly a public benefactor and 
also gave III ill personally some small profit 
from the pelts. All Ills sjltem was sim- 
plicity Itself. 

"The f'-uce of his rear yard, as it hap- 
pened, was a sort of central congregating 
point for all the cats around. They used 
to come here to rehearse their concerts 
and to give tbeni, and here they came to 
risk and to gossip and to light; there were 
ilways lots of cats there. Upon this fence 
Mr. Ullnklngton put a top rail of metal, 
lileh he kept charged with a sufficiently 
iwerful current of electricity conveyed to 
It from a dynamo set up in the basement 
if his house. ". ".en he placed a belt ear- 
led on pulleys, supported by the rear leuce, 
the belt running horizontally parallel with 
that fence. Similarly placed, hut at a lower 
level along the side of the fence, was an- 
other belt, which came Into the rear win- 
dow of Mr. Bllnklngton's basement, when- 
It turned on a pulley set lu the side of a 
bin that was like a coal bin, hut was really 
Mr. Bllnklngton's pelt bin. And that's 
really all there was to the machinery part 
of It, except that It was automatic and so 
economical. The belts didn't run unless 
there was something on them. The uppet 
belt was so contrived that the weight of 
a cat falling upon it would close an electric 
current, nud so turn on the power und set 
both belts lu motion; and when there was 
nothing on either of them they stopped. 

"The cats would come along the neighbor- 
hood fences and jump up from the neigh- 
borhood yards and come along yawping una 

yowling until they struck the electrified s 

tlon of Mr. Bllnklngton's fence top. and 
then over they'd go to full upon the belt 
below. The minute they struck It that belt 
would begin slowly to move. Carrying the 
cat upon it along to the corner of the yard 
where that end of the upper belt turned on 
Its pulley over one end of the lower belt.

Till-: BOER COLLArSE. 

The first telegrams received an- 
nouncing the collapse of the Boer resist- 
ance between Nelfipruit and Koomati- 
poort left the impression that Lord Rob- 
erts had ordered the destruction of enor- 
mous quantities of stores. Later ad- 
vices show that the destruction was 
wrought by the Boers, and its sweeping 
character indicates that they recognized 
that further organized resistance to our 
arms was out of the question. Bridges 
liud been dynamited, stations burned, 
stores looted, farms ruined. Wagons 
■were piled together with' clothing, ac- 
coutrements, ammunition and stores of 
-all lands, and burned. Burst gains were 
found lying in every direction, and one 
correspondent says that at the Crocodile 
river he saw acres of destroyed ammuni- 
tion and war stores of all kinds. At 
Komatipoort the enemy abandoned 
hundreds of tons of ammunition. Furni- 
ture, trunks, provisions, men's and 
women's clothing, utensils of every kind 
-wore found scattered everywhere. The 
property destroyed was worth hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. Indeed, the 
storen of various kinds collected and de- 
stroyed at the last moment far exceeded 
the expectation of any one, and show 
the tremendous preparations the Boers 
liad made to continue the struggle. The 
haste in which the Boers lied is shown 
"by the fact that they left standing hund- 
reds of tents. 

After the evacuation of the positions 
along the railway, a force of Boers re- 
treated to the Li in hobo mountains, where 
they occupied a strong position. A sharp 
Tight seemed inevitable, but the British 
'Consul-General at Delagoa Hay consult- 
ed witli the Portuguese Governor-Gen- 
eral, and the result was that emissaries 
were sent to the Boers, suggesting that 
they should come into Lorenzo Marques, 
a safe return to their own country, the 
Transvaal, being promised them in the 
event of their compliance. The reply 
was even better than was expected, and 
fully 2. ."OH Boers voluntarily placed 
themselves under the protection of the 
Portuguese authorities. They will doubt- 
less receive lenient treatment from 
the- British government when terms for 
the settlement of the issues arising out 
of tin- war are considered. 

It is thought that the effort of Lord 
"Roberts will be to keep Viljoen and 
"Steyn in the low country, for now that 
spring is coming on it will he impossible 
for them to remain there for any length 
of time, and they must give themselves 
up to avoid the discuses peculiar to 
those parts of the Transvaal. 



scheme, bnt not even his warmest ad- 
mirers contend that his experiment with 
Galieians and Doukhobors has been a 
success. Iu a couple of generations 
these people may makq excellent Cana- 
dians, but we will all be dead by that 
time. We may be told that we expect 
too much, and that the country ought to 
he satisfied with the good name gained 
in the Mother Land by reason of British 
preference, and tho fame acquired for 
Canada by our boys in South Africa. 
These are doubtless very good things. 
We shall not discuss to-day whether or 
not we are paying too much for the 
moral good resulting from British prefer- 
ence, nor shall we express any opinion as 
to the degree of credit attaching to the 
ministry in the matter of the South Afri- 
can contingents. These questions are 
apart from the principal one, namely, 
that Sir Wilfrid's patriotism has not led 
him to appreciate the need of the in- 
dustrial development of the Great West. 
The Yukon gold discoveries were acci- 
dental, and a good deal of nerve is neces- 
sary to enable a government supporter 
to claim much credit for his friends by 
reason of their administration of that 
portion of the Dominion. What has 
been done to improve the Great West ? 
The answer must be almost a negative 
one. The government secured the build- 
ing of the Crow's Nest Pass railway, but 
this project was not original with them, 
ami its cost to the country was greater 
than it need have been. Wc do not deny 
the value of this railway to Canada, but 
its effect upon the general business pros- 
perity of British Columbia has not yet 
been specially favorable. It is a line 
built in the interests of the East, not in 
those of the West. Except this one 
thing, what can the friends of the gov- 
ernment point to in proof of a claim 
that the Laurier ministry appreciates the 
demands and the needs of the West? 
An effort will be made to divert atten- 
tion from this important consideration, 
the one question which comes home to 
the people of this province, but we do 
not believe it can be accomplished suc- 
cessfully. The patriotism of the voters 
of British Columbia is of the right 
variety and it begins at home. Their 
voles will give ample testimony of this. 

RULES OK THE ROAD. 

The bicyclists seem to have adopted 
the Scotch maxim: '•Nemo me impiino 
hicetseit," judging from tho chorus of 
criticism called forth by a proposal to 
hamper them to ;i trilling extent in their 
use of the streets. We are glad to have 
stirred them up. for it has been the means 
of calling attention to the lliigrunt man- 
ner iu which the rules of the road are 
disregarded in this city. There is a rule 
or by-law, or something, supposed to lit! 
in force in this city, which requires all 
vehicles to keep to the left side of the 
roadway. A morning or two ago. a repre- 
sentative of the Colonist and a bicyclist 
were speaking of this, when the latter 
pointed out that every team and bicyclist 
at that moment on Government street, 
between Fort and Yates, was on the 
wrong side of the roadway. The conse- 
quence was that a bicyclist coining down 
on the proper side had to dodge teams go- 
ing the way they should not. that is, on 
that side. 

Persons leaving the theatre at night 
are always in danger of being run over 
at. the junction of View and Broad 
streets, the hack drivers being in such 
a tremendous hurry to get somewhere, 
after waiting an hour or more for a 
fare, that they scatter the crowd, which 
is largely composed of ladies, in all di- 
rections. A policeman would not be out of 
place at this corner at such times. Again, 
on days when there is anything special to 
attract people out to Oak Bay. a jMiiiiv- 
lililu would be useful at the corner of 
Fort and Government streets, to see that 
pedestrians and others were saved from 
possible accident. These may seem lilto 
small matters, but it is such little things 
that distinguish between a properly 
policed city and one negligently con- 
trolled. We an t blaming any one. A 

habit has grown up here of disregarding 
matters of this kind, and the police do 
not think about them. We suggest that 
there ought to be a change, and the soon- 
er is is made t lie better. 



PATRIOTISM. 

Patriotism, like charity, ought to begin 
at home. It ought kOl to stop there by 
any means, bnt when tin- people are told 
that tin policy of Sir Wilfrid Laurier is 
an exhibition of love and affection for 
Great Britain, they are not unlikely to 
think that if he would look less across 
the Atlantic and more across the conti- 
nent, which is spanned h.v the Dominion, 
he might devise ways anil means of con- 
tributing more to the permanent pros- 
perity of Canada than bis scheme of 
British preference will. No one denies 
that, times have been good in Canada 
■during the last year or two. The re- 
vival which was manifest all over the 
-world was very strongly felt here, and 
every industry in the country received 
.an impetus. We are glad to feel able 
ito think that the time is yet in the future 
-when the tide will*turn ami depression 
succeed good times. Our criticisms of 
the course of the Laurier ministry in this 
regard is that the Premier anil his col- 
leagues failed to grasp the necessity of 
taking advantage of the period of confi- 
dence and expansion to inaugurate such 
linos of domestic policy as would attract 
-capital and population to the undeveloped 
parts of the Dominion. Mr. Sifton tried

Michael, but failed to do so. This once 
more demonstrates that the only route 
to the Yukon country, whether in Can- 
adian or United States territory, is down, 
and not up, the river. 

This is how you can cross the Russian 
Empire: Take the train at Vludivos- 
tosk for ChaboroTska, distance -1S2 miles; 
then take a steamer on the Amur for 
Blagoveseheaska, and there transfer to 
a steamer on the Shilka and go to Stre- 
tciLska, the distance on the two rivers be- 
ing 1,-123 miles; then you go by rail to 
Lake Baikal, then by steamer across 
the lake and then by rail to Irkutsk, the 
distance from Sreutenska to Irkutsk be- 
ing 7S1 miles. At the lust named town 
you take the train once more and it car- 
ries you to St. Petersburg, which is 
0,077 miles from Vladivostock. Tho 
journey occupies from 30 to 35 days. Tho 
journey will cost you $123, which is cer- 
tainly not much for so long a ride. If 
you prefer second-class, your ticket will 
he $85, and for third-class, you must 
pay $45. Just at present, however, you 
cannot make the journey at all, the line 
west of Irkutsk being monopolized by tho 
military authorities. 



The Times is inaccurate again. It says 
that the Colonist thinks the people should 
confine their attention to local issues.

■these statements "issues." Hence we 
must understand that it joins issue with 
the Colonist upon them. It abandons 
its reasonable attitude of 1890; it refu 
to join with us iu asserting the just 
claims of the province. Our contempor- 
ary does not say, as it might and would 
have done, if it could have done so truth 
fully, that these things are not issues 
because it is a part of the policy of its 
political friends to do justice to the 
province and the West in the particulars 
mentioned. Its attitude irf practically 
that British Columbia is as well treated 
under the Laurier administration at 
has any right to expect, and that all wc 
have to do ill the interests of this Prov 
ilice and Dominion is to say whether, in 
our opinion. British goods should have a 
preference under our tariff. The people 
of British Columbia ask for a policy of 
development, and are told that, they will 
have to be satistied with things as they 
are, because British goods have an ad 
vantage of 23 per cent, over those i in 
ported from other countries. If there 
ever was a cane of asking for bread and 
getting a stone, the Liberal policy, as ex 
pounded by the Times, furnishes it.

Suggestion That Militia Should Be Dress-

The letter of a Montreal px-commnnd- 
mg officer, which appeared in the Gaz- 
ette a few weeks ago, advocating the 
adoption of a distinctive uniform for_ the 
Canadian militia force has been received 
with approval by the press of the Domin- 
ion. Grey poems to ho the color most 
favored — khaki having dropped altogether 
out of flight. There is no doubt that the 
present uniform contains nothing that is 
distinctively Canadian, if we except the 
maple leaf badge, which would not be 
noticed by one person out of n thousand. 
Now that, the British authorities arc 
likely to make a change from the historic 
red "of the infantry — except for cere- 
monial occasions — it is probable that rho 
Canadian militia department, following 
the war office lead, as usual, may be pre- 
vailed upon to clothe our force in a nni- 
form that will stamp them an belonging 
to Canada. By the way, grey was the 
color of the uniform of the Loyalist 
troops during the rebellion of 1S:!T. so 
that in adopting that color we are only 
coming back to an old order of things.

It is not improbable that considerable 
dissatisfaction will he engendered over 
the change thus made, as many consider 
it obviously unfair that the man sidling 
peanuts or cigars should be compelled 
to pay exactly the same license as those 
who conduct a great department store. 

Clause 10 in the by-law is a new one. 
It reads as follows: 

"Every poison who, either on his own 
behalf, or as agent for another or others, 
scdls, solicits, or takes orders for the 
sale, by retail, of goods, wares or mer- 
chandise to be supplied or furnished by 
any person or linn doing business outside 
of the municipality, .foil for every six 
months." 

A radical change has been made in the 
clause which provided for the collection 
f hawkers' licenses. Under the old 
iv-law hawkers wore charged -Slill for 
■very six months, no matter what class 
f goods was handled. This has been 
hanged in the new by-law, the clauses 
iffecting the hawkers reading as fnl- 



tions, sums in the aggregate greater than 
the sum of $80 per month for each suci?

" (li.) For every such place seating less 
than 100 persons, the amounts following: 
$100 for one year, $50 for six months,

Perhaps the most important of the 
changes in the new by-law, however, is 
Clause 2.'!, which imposes a tax on tran- 
sient traders. Many claim that great' 
dllllculty will be experienced in collecting 
it. The clause reads as follows: 

"Each transient trailer or other person 
who occupies premises in the municipality 
for temporary periods, and who may of- 
fer goods or merchandise of any descrip- 
tion for sale by auction, or in any other 
manner, conducted by himself or by si 
licensed auctioneer, or otherwise, in addi- 
tion to any other license before men- 
tioned, $100 for every six months."

"Every hawker or peddler engaged in 
hnvl-'ing or peddling otherwise than men- 
tioned in the preceding sub-section, .$20 
for every six months." 

Tin- Retail Oroeors' Association peti- 
tioned the council to impose :i much 
higher tax on the hawkers, claiming that 
retailers who kept shops found thai their 
businesses were not snfliciently protect- 
ed, but nothing was done outside of mak- 
ing the change mentioned above. 

A short clause in the old by-law pro- 
vided for an all-round tax of .$:*>D pot 
month upon the proprietors of theatres. 
This clause has been left out of the new 
by-law, and the imposition of this tax on 
theatres, play-houses, etc.. dealt with as 
follows: 

" From the proprietor, leasee, or man- 
ager of any theatre, concert hall, or 
other place of amusement, entertainment 
or exhibition, according to the seating 
capacity of such theatre, concert hall 
or other place of amusement, entertain- 
ment or exhibition, allowing 22 inches to 
on" seat, the amounts following: 

" (1.) For every such place seating D7tj 
persons or more, $:UXl for one year, or 
$100 for three months, or $50 for one 
month, or .$."> for one day. Provided, 
however, that no proprietor, lessee or 
manager of any such place shall tie re- 
quired to pay. in respect of such exhibi- 
tions, sums in the aggregate greater 
than the sum of $50 per month for each 
such place. 

" (2.1 For every such place seating less 
than 07" persons, the amounts following: 
$200 for on" year, or $7." for three 
months, or WO for one month, or .$."> for 
one day. Provided, however, that no 
proprietor, lessee or manager of any 
such last-mentioned place shall be re- 
quired to pay, in respect of such exhibi- 



CONCERNIXG BAKING POWDERS. 

Report of the Inland Revenue Depart- 
ment—Chief Analyst Recommends 
That Sale of Alum Baking Powders 
lie Stopped. 

The Inland Revenue Department flits 
issued its report on Baking Powders 
(Bulletin Xo. OS). It contains analyses 
of 150 samples of powders bought of* 
dealers and manufacturers in the Do- 
minion. 85 per cent, of which are found 
to be alum mixtures. In view of the 
large proportion of this class of powders, 
Chief Analyst Mncfnrlnnc recommends 
that legal proceedings be taken against 
parties selling them, on the ground that 
they are unhenlthful articles of food, 
and believes that their sale will be con- 
demned by the courts. 

The analyses were made by the Assist- 
ant Analyst. Mr. A. McGill, who fully 
discusses the injurious nature of alum 
in baking powders. Mr. McGill adds: 
" In my Inst report I expressed my con- 
viction, bused on experimental evidence, 
that alum in baking powders is danger- 
ous to health. The large mass of evi- 
dence since accumulated has more j 
strongly convinced me of the correctness 
of that opinion. My personal opinion is I 
decidedly against the use id' alum. The 
health of a nation is too serious a mutter j 
to be imperilled lightly, and if it be im- 
possible to secure prohibitory legislation, 
it is desirable that manufacturers of | 
alum powders should be required to stale i 
the contents on the packages." 

Professor Ruttan. of McGill College, | 
Montreal, who made a series of experi- 
mcnts on the digestibility of bread baked | 
with alum powders, is quoted as follows: j 
"The unanimous verdict of my experi- 
ments is that alum powders introduce 
into a form or food of universal use, 
agents which are detrimental to the 
functional activity of the digestive fer- 
ments. They must therefore be preju- | 
dicinl to health, and the only course is 
lo carefully avoid them."

To read of prize-lighting, between men, 
or dog lighting, or of rooster fighting, is 
nothing uncommon, but to see a combat 
between two large etern-wbeel river 
steamboats is a rare occurrence, and one 
which but few people have ever wit- 
nessed. Such a combat is a most thrill- 
ing und exciting experience, and, having 
been a passenger on a fighting steamboat 
of this character a few days ago, an ac- 
count may be interesting. 

During September the steamboat traf- 
fic up aud down tile Yukon river and 
other rivers from White Horse to Daw- 
son has be< n very extensive, and several 
companies have vied with each other for 
the larger share of that remunerative 
trattlc. 

The Yukon ami rivers that form a con- 
tinuation of it close in October, the ice 
rendering it impassable to naviga- 
tion after the 15th of that month; con- 
sequently us many trips as possible are 
made, and the distance of nearly o(K) 
miles against swiftly running water is 
made, in about four days and nights. 
Boats leave Dawson for up-river within 
a few hours of each other, and the fast- 
est and best equipped boats get most of 
the business. 

On September 10, at 10 a. m.. the 
stern-wheel steamer S. S. Bailey pulled 
out from Dawson for White Horse. At 
10 p. m. of the same day the Canadian 
started for the same destination. The 
two boats have about the same speed, 
the Canadian, however, being much the 
larger of the two and more powerful, 
with over pounds pressure of steam. 
The Bailey, a smaller boat, uses only 175 
pounds of steam. 

The supply of fuel is furnished by 
wood-cutters at various places along the 
banks of the river, and as it is necessary 
to kec-p the boats plentifully supplied, 
they wood up two or three times a day. 

The Bailey pulled out in good trim 
with about 50 passengers. After stem- 
ming the current for about a day and a 
half, a heavy smoke was seen coming 
in the rear. The river being very 
crooked, the approaching steamer did not 
appear in sight for a few hours after 
the smoke was seen, and then proved to 
bo the Canadian. The two boats carry 
the mail and are both noted for their 
speed, their records for the trip being 
about equal. 

The Kink rapids were safely passed by 
the Bailey, and a few miles further up 
the Five Finger rapids had to be 
stemmed, which necessitated the use of a 
wire cable attached to the boat. The 
upper end of this cable is fastened to a 
dcadmnn far above the rapids, the lower 
end being attached to the capstan on the 
steamer. This arrangement, combined 
with steam power, enables boats to face 
the rapids and "steer clear of the rocks. 

STARTING OF THE RACE. 

This cable delay gave the Canadian 
the advantage of running up very close 
to the Bailey, which, after getting 
through, steamed off and put on a good 
supply of dry wopd, and was soon a con- 
siderable distance ahead. It was towards 
evening when, at a long stretch of the 
Lewis river, tho Canadian was again 
sighted. The pilots on the boats being 
brothers and each eager to get to White 
Horse first, prepared for a race. Orders 
were given now to the Bailey's crew to 
use their utmost efforts tu keep ahead of 
their competitor. 

It was getting dusk. The rain was 
falling lightly, and the clouds above 
promised a dark night. The Canadian 
put i i i > her lights, two in the how and 
two in the stern. The bow lights, red 
and green, could be seen far down the 
river. Clouds of sparks pouring out of 
her high smokestack, assured the Bailey 
that they were out for a race. The open 
furnace doors sent a bright glare upon 
the hills and heavy t ! .mher on each side 
of the river. The searchlight of the 
Canadian was turned on, and the effect 
was grand in the extreme. 

The Bailey put up her lights and 
ploughed ahead against the angry, swift 
current. The night was now on. The 
searchlight from our competitor in the 
rear kept Hashing around us. The 
mountains ahead were black and dark 
and forbidding. Sandbars and rocks 
had to be averted, but on plunged the 
Bailey. One shrill whistle from the boat

There the 
Bailey hung and was fairly dragged 
along by the Canadian. Both were still 
churning ahead, the Bailey pushing to 
keep from striking the left batik. 

The Canadian tried to rid herself of 
her bulldog antagonist, but without suc- 
cess. Clinched in this death grip they 
pounded along, until a widening of the 
river permitted the Canadian to make a 
sharp turn aud throw off her antagonist 
from the guards. As the Bailey dropped 
off she ripped gvcat slabs of the planking 
and came near to wrecking her uutag 
onist. 

The Bailey fell back, but did not for au 
instant stop her engines. She held her 
nose within ten feet of the churning 
wheel of the Canadian. By this time 
the wood on both was running low. Thu 
Canadian stopped at the first pile. Tho 
Bailey passea her and ran to the next 
choppers, regaining her lost position in 
the lead. Crew aud passengers of both 
boutti rushed on the wood, but the Bail- 
ey took so much that she was slightly 
aground and in shoving her off ten valu- 
able minuteu were lost, the ten minutes 
thut were fatal to her success. 

The Canadian came plowing up thu 
river, but the Bailey managed to push 
off about three lengths ahead of her, and 
the old battle for place was renewed. The 
Canadian again slowly gained, and when 
she got alongside, the Bailey wheeled to 
starboard aud was aguiu solidly hooked 
upon the guards of the Canadian, getting 
her grip a little astern of her first posi- 
tion, it was for life and death and the 
boats puffed and churned while the pas- 
sengers frantically jelled: 

"How do you like the Bailey now'.'" 

"Pump it into her." 

"Shove her into the bank." 

The drift soon made it obvious that the 
Bailey was being slowly pushed into the 
left bank and the Canadian's stern was 
being swung more and more out into the 
stream. The bunk came nearer. The 
Canadian was now heading almost direct 
toward the bank, and was crowding the 
Bailey upon the rocky bar. One supremo 
effort on the part of each and the end 
came. The Canadian's nose went crash- 
ing into the rocks aud driftwood and the 
Bailey was thrown broadside upon the 
bar. It was a critical moment. The up- 
roar was silenced aud every sound could 
be beard us the engines were stopped and 
then both began to slowly back. 

The Bailey got off first, but drifted 
some distance down the stream before she 
could get headway against the current. 
The Canadian shook her bow loose and 
gave a shrill whistle of defiance ns she 
swung out into the stream und again took 
the lead. She was soon lost around a 
bend in the river and was not seen again 
until White Horse was reached, where 
she arrived about three hours ahead of 
the Bailey. 

The light was called a draw. A bat- 
tle royal had been fought and no great 
damage bad been done. The Canadian, 
although having somewhat the best of 
the struggle, was so badly damaged that 
no victory was claimed.

1. All sick Chinese or Japanese must send 
or give notice of their illness to the Health 
Officer or Police Constable In the district 
where Bitch Chinese or Japanese reside. 

2. Physicians In attendance on sick Chi- 
nese or Japanese shall notify the Health 
Officer or Chairman of the Local Bourd of 
Health In Municipalities; or, If In an out- 
lying district, the Government Agent must 
be notified. Such notification should state 
the cause of Illness and the condition of the 
glands throughout the body of the sick per- 
son, and should be delivered to the Health 
Officer, Chairman of the Local Board or 
Health or Government Agent, as the case 
may be, at the earliest possible opportu- 
nity. 

3. In City Municipalities the Medica: 
nealth Officer shall be notified within sU 
hours of the death of any Chinese or Japa- 
nese, by the person on whose premises sued 
death occurred, or by some relation or per- 
son having charge of the person so dying. 

4. In Rural Municipalities, the Medical 
Health Officer, or the Chairman or Secre- 
tary of the Local Board of Health must be 
notified within six hours of such death; and 
In outlying districts, the fJovernment Agent 
or Police Constable shall be notified within 
twelve hours after such .>'.•'''> or as soon 
after as possible. Certificates as to the 
cause of death must be signed by the 
Health Ofilcer In Municipalities, and in out- 
lying districts by the Government Agent or 
some person duly authorized by him. 

5. Any person violating any provision of 
these regulations shall be liable, upon sum- 
mary conviction before any two Justices of 
the Pence, for every such offence, to a flnR 
not exceeding one hundred dollars, with or 
without costs, or to imprisonment, with or 
without hard labor, for a term not exceed 
ing six months, or to botli tine and impris- 
onment, In the discretion of the convicting 
court.

Black and white children play together 
on the streets, sit side by side in all 
schools in which the black boy not in- 
frequently eclipses his white neighbor 
in studies. In all of the charitable 
"homes" whites and blacks are admitted 
on an equal footing, being given identi- 
cal privileges, sleeping in the same dormi- 
tories, and eating at the same table. In 
only one "home'' have I failed to see 
both colors; that was the Home of the 
Widows of Spanish Officers. They live 
in the same districts. There is none set 
aside especially for that race, as wo 
see in the North or South of the United 
States. Every tenement house is almost 
sure to have as many of one race us 
of the other, and a house divided into 
tints is very apt to have members of one 
race in one part and of the other in the 
other part. Few restaurants or hotels 
exclude colored people from the privil- 
eges offered there. East year, after the 
Americans' occupation, there were some 
very heated arguments in various re- 
staurants on account of the equal pri- 
vileges granted the two races.

One 
hundred and four were given their liberty 
after the assault ou the English, en- 
trenched on the hill on which Principe 
Castle now stands. There were I'M 
morenos who took part in the assault, 
but sixteen of them were killed befor* 
tbe English were driven from their posi- 
tion. Many more received their liberty 
during the "same year for various acts of 
bravery. 

During the numerous depredations of 
the pirates, which continued into the 
present century, they also won laurels 
On one occasion pirates .swooped down 
on r. town and before the inhabitant 
could offer proper resistance the} had 
seized a large amount of booty and were 
away again, carrying with them the 
Bishop, whom they were going to hold 
for a high ransom. A slave, Oolomou 
by name, organized a force, overtook the 
pirates, killed their leader, and rescued 
the Bishop, He was given his liberty 
fur this act, and his name hits been im- 
mortalized by more than one Cuban poet. 

As is well known, tbe Spaniards put 
in slavery the Indians found here at 
the time of the discovery, but popular 
sentiment was so much against this thai 
they were liberated alter a time; by 
1550 they were all freed. Their places 
were taken by negroes brought from 
Africa. This was not a new thing to 
the Spaniards, as for many years Sjpuiii 
had kept up a slave trade with the Dark 
Continent. Beginning in the sixteenth 
century, this traffic between Cuba ami 
Africa lasted until about thirty years 
ago, reaching its height in the early part 
of this century. There was always a 
great ileal of discussion on the subject 
among the heads of the government, but 
tbe trade kept up just, the same, until 
tile final emancipation came. Here, as in 
tbe other islands of the West Indies, 
there were many uprising of the slaves, 
in which property was destroyed and 
persons killed.' Owing to the size of the 
island and the consequent difficulty of a 
united uprising, together with the pres- 
ence of troops, tile insurrections were 
not as serious here as in the ■smaller 
islands, and were more quickly put down.

Fall Fairs Occupying a Great Deal of 
Attention Just Now. 

ChlUiwack, Sept. 20.— Mr. Kincaid 
went to Cotuox this week to act as judge 
of dairy produeo nt the full fair there. 
This was at the request of the deputy 
minister of agriculture. It may be re- 
membered that Mr. Kincaid has inter- 
ested himself in establishing a combined 
cheese and butter factory here. 

The council huve decided to repair the 
road nt Elk creek at once. 

Mr. Paisley went to Mount Baker In 
the early part of the week in order to 
procure minerals for exhibition at the 
fair. 

Mr. Connors has returned from the 
■Sound cities. 

Messrs. Gillanders it Parsons nre dis- 
solving partnership. The business mean- 
while is being conducted as usual. 

Archdeacon Scriven has been offleiat 
ing at Kt. Thomas' church in the ab- 
sence of the vicar, Rev. B. Allen. 

There is to be a court of revision on 
November next, when the voters' lists 
will be revised. 

There were about 400 Indians in town 
the other day, after the hop-picking, 
purchasing supplies. 

The Princeton constable has reported 
that Edith Woodward, an Indian girl, 
who ran away from the institute about 
a month ngo, was arrested. There being 
no jail in the place of arrest, she was 
confined In a boarding house, but escaped 
by a window. 

Sister Mary Anthony, of the House of 
Refuge, Vancouver, has been visiting 
Mrs. McCann, of the Queen's hotel. 

There has been a case of elopement 
here. The man was locked up and the 
woman brought back to her home. 

About 75 Indian hop-pickers went 
home to Lytton via Harrison. 

A communication appeared in the Pro. 
gross the other day drawing attention to 
the fact that the doors of St. Thomas' 
church were being left open during the 
absence of the vicar, and suggesting 
neglect on the part of the church authori- 
ties. A letter from a church warden, in 
reply, announced that the doors were left 
open purposely for the benefit of those 
who. might desire to enter the sacred edi- 
fice for private devotion. The good ob- 
ject in view should have been beyond ad- 
verse criticism, being rather worthy of 
encomium, but a moral may be drawn 
to the effect that one should carefully 
enquire into and master facts before too 
readily censuring the actions of others. 

An interesting article appeared in the 
Progress as to the international bound- 
ary line. ■ An old resident here formed 
one of the surveying party in 1801, and 
is in a position to explain as to the pro- 1 
cedure followed in identifying the 4'Jth 
parallel, declared by treaty in 18-14 to 
he the international boundary line. 

Anent the exhibition, among the at- 
tractions will be a children's parade, an 
exhibition of hops, a mineral collection, 
a football match, baseball contests, 
bicycle races, competitions in running, 
walking, jumping and putting the shot. 
There will be a merry-go-round, a grcaT 
attraction for the children. A model 
hen-coop will be exhibited. The public 
school will be closed on the last day of 
the fair. 



Yesterday, which was the first day of 
the Sutmk'h agricultural exhibition, was 
marked by the entry of a great pum- 
bcr of exhibits in the various classes of 
fruits, grains, roots, etc, and to-day it 
is expected that the capacity of the stalls 
and pens will be taxed to their utmost 
to accommodate the showing of live 
stock, the time of entry for competition 
closing this morning at 9 o'clock. 

So far, the exhibits as installed in the 
main hall show a decided improvement 
over former years; particularly is this the 
case in the seetious devoted to fruit. Tuo 
long lines of tables, whereon are display- 
ed the hundreds of samples of apples, 
present a most pleasing and withal 
"teeth-watering" appearance. Specta- 
tors are religiously excluded from enjoy- 
ing the judges' privilege of sampling this 
toothsome-looking fruit, but if outward, 
and visible signs are any creterion of in- 
ward goodness, then must the .Saanich 
Peninsula be able to boast of producing 
apples far superior to any imported. With 
fruit of this character to offer the un- 
limited apple-eating public, the Saanich 
farmers must have a gold mine of thei| 
own. 

Owing to the ravages of the cut-worm 
during the past summer, the offerings of 
roois, etc., are naturally not as exten- 
sive as in former years, and some of 
the giant mangolds, etc., show the mark- 
ings only too eloquent of the pests. Thu 
display of grains ami seeds is quite up 
to the average in quality,' and taken all 
together, may be fairly said to represent 
the grain-growing capacity of this, Vic- 
toria's nearest granary. 

Some bottled fruits, which adorn the 
tables, to the eye, are simply perfect— 
the cherries, berries, etc., being without 
a blemish, and of irreproachable color. 
Of home-made bread, there is an ample 
supply, nor must the installation of gold 
en-hued butter be overlooked. In fact, 
the two exhibits — each so tempting in it 
eclf — are rendered doubly so when shown 
in such close proximity. And while evi- 
dently experts in the homely arts of 
brea<l and butter making, the fair sex of 
Saanich are quite up-to-date in the more 
ornamental, yet useful, field of fancy 
work. Patch-work quilts, crochet lace, 
silk embroidery and the ever-present 
Berlin-wool work, and the ever-present 
quantities and of such quality as reflect 
infinite credit upon the artistic tuste and 
application of the ladies of the peninsula. 

Altogether the Saanich show this year 
is well worth an inspection, and it is a 
pity that more Victorians (although their 
patronage is liberal) do not avail them- 
selves of these festive occlusions to re- 
new acquaintances with their bucolic 
neighbors. The roads throughout the 
district are in the very best condition, 
and a drive from the city to the show 
grounds is an ideal outing. Nor is it 
too fur for even the bicyclist, as the 
thousands of shady nooks en route af 
ford delightful resting places. The far 
mors of Saanich have gone to a great 
deal of trouble in preparing their exhi 
bition this year, and are deserving ol 
all the support and encouragement which 
Victorians can give. Special trains will 
he run on the V. & S. railway to-day, 
viz., at 7 a.m., 10:o0 a.m., 2 p.m., and 
7:80 p.m.

CONDITIONS IN YUKON. 

Returned Klendikor Complains of Unjust 
Mining Regulations. 

James Sturgeon, one of a number of 
miners who left for the Yukon country 
during the height of the Klondike excite- 
ment, going in v in the Edmonton route 
is in the city. Mr. Sturgeon suffered' 
endless hardships for 1!) months, nnd on 
arriving at Dawson found, to use bis 
own words, "the country run by a gang 
who called themselves officials, namely, 
the } nkon council." 

Asked to specify a particular griev- 
ance, Mr. Sturgeon explained as follows: 
"\\ hen a man wants lo prospect, he just 
takes out a license, which costs nini S10. 
I his is a very proper arrangement, and 
I Would not object to the payment of the 
license or a 10 per cent, royalty; but 
when a man makes a legal application 
for a chum and pays $15 for recording 
the same, he shoal.i cither get the claim 
or have his money refunded, or placed 
to his credit for a second application. 
But such i* not the case. The poor pros- 
pector loses all, and some one else gets 
the claim. Sometimes he onlv gets title 
to one half of it, someone iils» havhg 
the other lialf." 

Mr. Sturgeon tells of one dance-hall 
girl— an alien— who held 34 one-half in- 
terests. This he thinks w rather hard, 
when it is considered that Canadians 
have in many instances been deprived of 
their rights through the operations of the 
lukon council. Large concessions are 
given to syndicates. 

" When the people of the Yukon Terri- 
tory, says Mr. Sturgeon, "elected a 
committee to meet the council, thev were 
given no satisfaction whatever; but told 
distinctly that they, the council and 
the commission, were not resposnible to 
the peonle. hut to Mr. Sifton, the minis- 
ter of the interior. 

"Again, a man cannot work on a claim 



for a day'H wages unless he'has a license, 
The license grants many rights which the 
holder is debarred from enjoying— for in- 
stance, wood for fuel, and catching lish.

1MM ENSfTeLFCTRIC POWER. 

Wheel-Pit Being Constructed at Niagara 
For the Turbine Machinery. 

From North American. 

The greatest hole over made in solid 
rock is being excavated at Niagara Falls. 
When it is completed, electricity for 
lighting and industrial purposes for miles 
around will be generated in it. The 
machines will actuate powerful dynamos, 
the impulse of which will be felt in 
Buffalo, more than 25 miles away. 

The excavation will be the new wheel- 
pit of the Niagara Falls Power Com- 
pany. It will be made under the influ- 
ence of the experience gained by the 
scientists and artists who constructed 
the original ;>it. More than ten years 
ago the ground for the power tunnel was 
broken. The work progressed steadily, 
and now ten mammoth generators are 
almost constantly turning ont ;m electri- 
cal current of 50,000 horse-power. Under 
this roof at present more electrical power 
i« turned out than under any other roof 
in the world. Scores of factories have 
been built within the rndius of the cur- 
rent, so that advusTage might be taken 
of the cheap electricity. Many other 
industrial buildings are now being erect- 
ed in and around Niagara to receive the 
greater benefit of the gigantic power in 
construction by the Falls. 

But the new pit will have an output 
of 55,0(10 horse-power, which will give 
the company a total por.'er of 105,000 
horse-power. In the pit will be placed 
11 turbines of 5,000 horse-power each. 
In the dynamo-room above 11 generators 
will be placed, with the same output 
capacity. The excavation is to be 100 
feet deep and 4G.'l feet wide. The width 
between the walls and the turbine deck 
will be 10 feet. Above the deck the 
walls will be channeled. 

As the work is being done all of the 
castings necessary for the support of 
the girders and bracings are being placed 
into position. Many of these are al- 
ready in position, and the pit is now SO 
feet deep, and the drills, operated by 
compressed air, are moving constantly. 
In the air compressor plant there are 10 
100-horse-power boilers and four com- 
pressors. 

The two great precautions which the 
builders are taking are, lirst, to guard 
against flooding the pit by breaking 
through a water-bearing strata, and 
secondly, to keep dynamite charges for 
blasting so small that the original pit 
and the machinery in it will not he 
broken by the explosions. In order that 
the water shall be kept from Mowing 
through the sides of the pit, a brick 
lining wall, Hi inches thick, is being 
erected at the top of the turbine deck. 
The inner courses of the bricks will be 
hollow. Werper holes will be made be- 
hind the walls, so that all inflowing 
water will be led to the bottom of the 
pit. keeping the part above the turbine 
decks perfectly dry. Each dynamite 
charge is carefully examined before it is 
placed in position. Naturally the work 
is enhanced by the fear that any large 
explosion would seriously impair the 
machinery in the old pit, 

The two pits are to be joined by a 
passage which will be built 130 feet be- 
low the surface. It will be about ly, 
feet long and six feet wide. The water 
tunnel, or tail race, which was built to 
carry the waste water from the old pit 
to the lower river, was made sufficiently 
large to drain the turbines in the new- 
pit nlso. It is being extended to the 
new evacuation, and when completed will 
be more than a mile long. 

The turbines in the new pit will re- 
ceive their supply from the present inlet 
canal, which is 1,-150 feet long and 12 
feet deep. In order that the inlets for 
the new pen-stocks may be placed with- 
out interruption from the flow in the 
canal, a coffer-dam 550 feet long has been 
built in front of the new pit. 

It is expected that the new turbines 
will be in operation by June 1, 1901. 



DEWEY'S ARCH. 

It Is Becoming Delapidnted and a Dan- 
ger to New Yorkers. 

From New York Times. 

President Otiggenheimer issued a state- 
ment, yesterday to the effect that he 
would ask the municipal assembly to 
direct that the Dewey arch on Madison 
Square be removed. In his statement, 
President Gnggenheimer says, in part: 

"The continuance of the arch in its - 
present condition not only constitutes a 
grave interference with the traffic on 
Fifth avenue nnd on Broadway, but it 
has also been reduced by the weather ind 
other inevitable conditions to a danger- 
ous, a delapidated, and a most unsightly 
state." 

It is not expected that there will he any 
opposition to this plan. The sum of 
$2,000 was appropriated a short time ago 
to improve the appearance of the arch, 
and of this sum $1,200 has been spent. 

Secretary Nicoll, of the citizens' com- 
mittee for a permanent naval arch, caid 
yesterday: 

"Mr. Cuggenhcimcr's action is some- 
what of a surprise to v.-. The demolition 
of the arch concerns us only so far as the 
present arch influences the public in re- 
gard to the permanent one. We received 
" note on Tuesday Inst, saying that Com- 
missioner Kearney nad said that the 
present arch would lie repaired, and that 
with the $800 remaining of the repair 
fund the structure might be kept 
through the ivisiter.'' 

The fund collected for the permanent 
arch amounts to $200,000. This sum is 
less than half of the amount needed for 
construction. It is proposed to 'hold a 
mihlie minting in a short time and appeal 
| to the civic pride of the people of New 
I "York to :inake subscriptions so 'that the 
, arch can he completed ue planned.
